Fruit growing is as yet unde- 
veloped, but the island ofiers many 
poaaibiliiiea aad a rich field for in- 
vestors, in that every kiud of trop- 
ical fruit may be cultivated to its 
higheat patiactkMi ia tha ridi wall- 
watered soil. 

According to William Dmwiddie, 
tbaapacial eorraapoadeat of JKrr- 

ptr's Wttkly, in Puerto Rico, rail- 
roads and modern rapid-transit 
fadHtiaa are vary nach aaadad in 
the island. Don Ibo Bosch, in 
1888, secured a franchise from the 
Spaniah go var a m a a t to baild aad 
operate a railroad which was to 
encircle the island. The corpora- 
tioa waa to be kaowa aa the Com- 
paaia delas Ferocarnles de Puerto 
Rico. The road was to be finished 
in six years and tha goeamnMBt 
guaranteed eight per cent., to the 
corporatioo on the capital invested, 
MM to exceed f iO,ooe,ooa This 
road was promptly begun at three 
points. At the end of four years, 
or in 1893, a single track aarrow- 
gauge road had been laid north- 
ward and eastward from Saa Juan 
to Carolina, by way of Piedras, six- 
teen miles in all, and the grading 
had t>een partially completed to 
Rio Grande, ten miles' farther, 
while from San Juan westward it 
was completed for forty-eight miles 
to the town of Camuy. At Agua- 
dilla it ran southward through An- 
asco to Mayaguex a diatance of 
twenty-two miles. FrOtt'Poace 
on the southern coast it waa built 
to Yauco, some twenty-four miles 
westward, making a total mileage 
of one Jiundred and ten of tha two 
hundred and eighty-thrao con- 
tracted for. 

The equipment of these frag- 
ments of badly laid road would dis- 
grace a logging or mining region 
in our Northwest, so mean and 
primitive are the cars, and so badly 
treated aira the enginea. It ia not 
essential to discuss the defective 
methods existing in railroading in 
Puerto Rico — beyond stating that 
the service consists of one mixed 
train of two cars each way in 
twenty four hours, and that the 
average speed is ten miles an hour 
— |ui |t is' ntber intended to point 
6bt future aaads. The corporation 
before referred to did not complete 
the road, and made no attempt to 
do so within the stipulated time, so 
the Spanish government revoked 
the franchise. 

There are no other railroads on 
the island except a tramway from 
San Juan to Rio Piadras, which 
parallels the other road that far; 
the equipment of this line is bad, 
but the service is comparatively 
good, as trains are run each way, 
on schedule time, an hour apart. 

There should be a great future 
in the island for lighter tramway 
systems, such as trolley lines with 
traii^ of two or three cars, capable 
of making twenty miles an hour. 
It is not believed by the writer that 
in this small area there is, or ever 
will be, sufficient commercial in- 
ducements to warrant the construc- 
tion of heavy road beds, equipped 
with large engines and standard 
rolling stock. The distributing 
points for both inports and ex- 
ports will lie areuaa the periphery 
of the island at the best water 
fronts, and the railroad handling 
will alwaya eonaiat of vary abort 
hauls.

Honest, popular, big-hearted 
Peter Herb is dead. He met i rail- 
road man's tragic end at Hender- 
son, Friday, January 27tb, 1899. 
The accident occurred about a 
o'clock p. m., and little hope of his 
survival was entertained from the 
first. But he was taken to the hos- 
pital at Henderson and every pos- 
sible thing done to save him to his 
family and his multitude of friends. 
The wife and children of the in- 
{nrad man were aent from Earling- 
ton to Henderson on a fast freight 
train as quickly as possible after 
the accident, and reached there be- 
fore the deatt^ which occurred 
about 7. 10 the same evening. The 
manner of the accident was that 
Mr. Herb was walking on the track 
and it is said was backing off out 
of the way of some moving cars 
when he caught his foot in a frog 
and, being unable to extricate him- 
self was run over, and bia right leg 
from tbe knee down manglod and 
cut off. '. 

The body was brought home 
Saturday and tbe funeral services 
and interment occurred Monday 
momiag, January 30th. Requiem 
mass was held at the Catholic 
Church of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion at eight o'clock Monday morn- 
ing, by Rev, A. M. Coenen. Tbe 
church was filled with friends of 
the deceased, many of whom were 
his associates on the railroad and 
many from abroad. Ttie services 
were impressive and the priest paid 
high tributes, well deserved, to the 
character of the deceaaed. Peter 
Herb had been an honest, big 
hearted man, always ready to an- 
swer the call of duty and earnest 
in its discharge. His time and 
labor had ever been freely given to 
the church, he was always ready 
to assist the needy and had done 
much thus in a quiet way, not let- 
ting his left hand know what his 
right hand did. He was a devout 
Catholic, regular in attendance on 
the services of the church; he was 
everybody's friend and everybody 
spoke well of him; he was what he 
was, honest, frank, open, unselfish. 

Mr. Luther Gowen, a brother-in- 
law of thr deceased, from Evans 
vtlle, with his wife, was with the 
bereaved4amily. Among the friends 
from abroad who attended the fun- 
eral services wire Mr. and Mrs. 
Emit Braun, A. Lunsford and wife. 
Miss Martin, Miss Hanna, John F. 
Fischer, George Riepe, M. B. Ray, 
Frank Todd, John Long, Mike 
Hanna and Sam Powers, of Madi- 
sonville; Pat l^lair, of Mortons 
Gap: Conductor Joe Burch, Engi- 
neer Warner Campbell and others. 

The pall bearers were L. H. 
(yBnan. Jamea R. Rash, W. D. 
Caviness, Frank Bramwell, N. W. 
Huff, and George Riepe. of Madi- 
sonville. 

Mr. Herb was one of the oldest 
conductors, in term of service, on 
the Louisville and Nashville ays- 
tern. He had made his home in 
Earlington and handled trains on 
the Handoiton division for tbe paat 
ten years and had to his credit a 
long term of service on the St. 
Lou ia division. Ha waa one uf the 
most trusted employes on the road. 
His wife and six children, all boys, 
survive him. Two of the boys are 
old enough to contribute to the 
family's support and are also em- 
ployed by the railroad. Mr. Herb 
was s member of the Ancient Or- 
der of United Workmen and the 
Catholic Knights of America in each 
of which organizations he carried 
insurance policies of fiooo. He 
had no accident insurance at the 
time of his death.

An insurance man from the 
North was in tbe city a law days 
since. According to hia atateoients 
be has the Kentucky Coloaal ••baptt 
a lilork" nn the question of the 
capacity k.r whisky. 

He claims to have drunk iliiriii^ 
twenty yciirs of Ins life more 
whisky- than any one else in ilit^ 
same space of tia.e, Kentucky Col- 
onels not excepted.

Une night 1 
went home andHooked aa usual for 
my whisky, but I found that my 
wife had locked it up I endeavored 
to induce lier to let me have some 
of llic whisky, hut she n fiised. I 
went to lu'd, hiil couldn't bleep. I 
just lay ilitTf and lossed about, 
thirsting for whisky. Finally I 
dressed and started to Hartford, a 
distance of soaae two miles across 
Dry Meadows, for the whisky. It 
w,is a clear and starlight night, 
w hich naturally rnakesone thought- 
ful and aroiists his lif'tter nature. 
Vv'litn I arriveil at Dry Meadows 
bridge 1 stopped a while and 
thought. All at once it dawned 
upon me what a fool 1 was to let 
whisky rule me. Then and there 
I determined to quit drinking. I 
went home and to bed. The next 
morning iny wife noticed mud on 
my shoes snd ssid: • •! suppose 



you went to Hartford after whisky 
last night,' 1 replied 'yes.' 'Did 
you get it?' 'No, I have quit for- 
ever.' Mv wife didn't say anything 
bat I noticed Man gatntr ia het 
eyas.
